That the service is requir- 
ed we believe, and we are of the opin- 
ion that this route and its continua- 
tions in Oregon will soon become a 
great mail carrying line for all mails 
for the East from southern Oregon. 
Part of their mails now go north to 
the Dalles and thence by way of Port- 
lafid and San Francisco; whereas, by 
this route they would reach Reno on 
their way East nearly a week sooner 
than they now come. . From ancther 
part of the country tapped by this reute 
the mails are sent by way of Jackson- 
ville, Yreka, and Sacramento, avd 
from yet another, by the way of Al- 
turas, Redding and Sacramento. 
None of these lines can compete wito 
ours in point of distance or time for 
Eastern mails to southern Oregon, 
northeastern California and northwest- 
ern Nevada. Then as a local benefit 
te us, there would be a great deal of 
Eastern travel diverted to Reno asa 
starting point for the East, also during 
winter nearly all the travel to Cali- 
fornia’ from the region indicated 
would come to Reno, this being the 
only road that is always open 
as wellas most expeditious. Again 
our forwarding business will be largely 
increased so as to justify it. Redding 
and the Dalles our competitors for the 
trade from that region have each al- 
ready secured daily mail service lead- 
toward but not penetrating it.

The soldiers of the Russian 
army are dying off like rotten sheep 
aod Austria and Germany have cut off 
all commusication with the infected 
districts,
